SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT 


London, March 14. 

Reuters diplomatic correspon- 
dent says there are two different 
schools of thoucht in Britain re- 
garding the Russo-Iranian issue. 

Firstly, that ,Ghavam es Sul-, 
tanch, confronted with excessive 
Soviet cconamic and political de-; 
mands upon his country during 
his recent visit to Moscow, firnily 
rejected them, despite his known 
desire to place SovietJranian 
relations on a cordial basis,. and, 
rotyrned to Teheran ao disapvoint- | 
ed man, . F . 

Secondly. that he is, in fact, 
ready to meet all Soviet demands 
and merely gostponed signing an 
agreement with the Sovict Govern: 
ment until the Jranian  parlia- 
ment, In which his Government 
had the smallest . of majorities. 
was djssolyer, in order to. have 
his hand free of parliamentary 
‘velo on anv agreement concluded 
with Moscow, 

If tha second theory wvroves 
correct, it ia believed that before 
the Security Council meets jn 
Now York on March 26 Moscow 
and Teheran may beth announce 
that an agreement has been reach- 
ed, and that Tran hos approved 
the presence of Sovict troops. 
Some'such move ‘has always been 
‘regarded ‘here a8 a atrgng possibi- 
lity ever since it was.deeided at 
the Inst session of the Security 
Council to refer the. Issues in the 
dispute for direct negotiations bo- 
tween Moncow and the pro-Sovict 
Ghavam, Government. Sneculation 
haw been aroused, here’ by the 
postponement of” the Security 
Council meeting from March 21

AUSTRIANS AGAIN 


Recent legislation passed by the 
Austrian Provisional Government 
provides that all persons’ who 
were citizens of Austria’ as, of 
March, 1938 are entitled to Aus- 
trian citizenship by registering 
with the Austrian Consul, 

This information has been re- 
ceived ‘by ULN,R.RVA’s Kovang- 
tung Regional Office, 

The law was passed on July 10, 
1945 and provides. as follows: 

“All persons who were Austrian 
cltizens os of March, 193%, wand 
ther children, will now be regard- 
ed as entitled to Austrian citizen- 
ship with.all rights and privileges. 
No distinctions (in re Jews) thave 
been made. Excluded from rights 
of citizenship are those avho 
Wegally registered since 1938; 
jc. members of the National 
Socintist Party." 

In November, 1945 another Inw 
Was passed which e:tablished re- 
gulntions for claiming Austrian 
citizenship by those Austrians 
now in other countries. This law 
provides in' part: 

“That the Ministry of the In- 
terior ghall.be responsible for the 
receipt of claims to Austrian citi 
zenship, which must be received 
by the Ministry within six 
months from the time — this 
law went ihto effect; that 
an Austrian refugee may zo and 
make a sworn statement about ‘his 
claim; it is expected that model 
forms for this purpose will be 
provided, ibut until they are, n 
simple statement, sworn to before 
the Consul, will be accontable; ff 
no representative of the Austrian 
Provisional Government has been 
appointed to the country in which 
the Austrian refugee finds ‘him- 
self, the statement. sworn to be- 
fore any ‘Notary Public, may be 
fonwarded, .by mail, registration 
for those in Austria will 
ducted, by the Ministry of the 
Interior.” 

The Austrian Government has 
not established consular, offices in 
Chins, and .U.N.R.R-A.'s Dis: 


placed Persons Division will serve’ 


as a forwarding agency for state 
ments claiming Austrian citizen- 
ship. The statements will be for- 
warded t© U.N.R.R.A.'a Buro- 
pean OMce and then transmitted 
ditectly to the Austrian Miristry 
of Interior. These statements may 
be turned in to the ULN.R.RLA, 
Office, Shameen, Canton. In other 
parts of ‘China. the statements 
will be processed by the nenrest 
NuR.R.A. regional offlec, and 
forwarded to the proper head- 
quarters, :
